May it please Your Grace, 

We, the Board of Superintendence of the Dublin Hospitals, have 
the honour to submit our Nineteenth Annual Report and Statistical 
Returns for year ended 31st March, 1877. 

During the above period we have inspected the several hospitals 
in this city which receive Parliamentary grants. These are : — 

1. Westmorland Lock Hospital. 

2. The House of Industry Hospitals, viz. : — 

a. Hardwiclie Fever Hospital. 

b. Whitworth Medical Hospital. 

c. Richmond Surgical Hospital. 

3. Steevens’s Hospital. 

4. Meath Hospital and County Dublin Infirmary. 

5. Cork-street Fever Hospital 

G. Rotunda Lying-in Hospital. 

7. Coombe Lying-in Hospital. 

8. St. Mark’s Ophthalmic Hospital; and 

9. Hospital for Incurables, which receives a portion of the 

Concordatum Fund. 

On these occasions we have examined each institution, to ascer- 
tain if it was in a satisfactory condition and if due care and atten- 
tion were bestowed on the patients. 

We have since issued the circular, No. 1, Appendix, requesting 
any information or suggestions which the Governors might be 
disposed to offer in regard to its funds, management, &c., &c. 

Their replies are annexed in Appendix No. 2. 
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On the 1st April, 1S76, there remained 753 patients in these 
hospitals ; the number admitted during the year was 10,062, 
making the total cases treated 10,815 ; of whom 9,775 left the 
wards cured, relieved, or were dismissed for other causes, whilst 
410 died, giving a mortality of 4'2 per cent, on those treated to a 
termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was 747'33. The time spent in hospital by each patient, 
omitting the inmates of the Incurable Hospital, averaged 21T0 
days.

During the last epidemic of small-pox the spread of conta- 
gion was in a great measure prevented by the hospital au- 
thorities providing every possible facility for the speedy admis- 
sion of such cases, and also by the destruction of infected 
clothes. 

In reference to the suppression of small-pox it may be 
necessary to mention that the care and attention of the 
hospital authorities to the prevention of disease would have 
been of little avail but for the great activity of the various 
vaccinators throughout the city and suburbs, and the liberal 
supply of vaccine virus afforded by the Cowpock Institution. 
This institution has recently been transferred to, and become 
the vaccine department of the Local Government Board for 
Ireland, and lymph can now be procured free of charge by 
all registered medical practitioners; it is, therefore, to be 
hoped that an increased impetus may be given to the practice 
of vaccination. 

Fifty-seven patients, labouring under delirium tremens, were 
received into these hospitals during the year ; and we regret to 
find that, except in a few instances, no special or necessary pro- 
visions are made for the accommodation of such patients. We 
strongly recommend that a suitable apartment in each hospital be 
allotted for the reception of these patients where they can be pro- 
perly protected from doing any injury to themselves, and where 
the possibility of their disturbing other patients will be avoided. 
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In the dispensary departments, attached to some of the 
hospitals, where medicine and advice have been given to extern 
patients, the applicants, as usual, have been very numerous, and 
as there are no separate accounts kept for expenses incurred in 
affording this out-door medical relief, the cost per bed in such 
hospitals is in some instances apparently high. 

We are happy to be able to state that since our last report no 
charge of neglect has been preferred against any of the officials 
in these hospitals. 

In addition to the usual comprehensive returns subjoined in 
appendix, showing in detail all moneys received from whatever 
source, and all sums expended in respect to maintenance and 
establishment, we submit for comparison the following abstract 
statement for years ended 31st March, 1876 and 1877.

Westmorland Lock Hospital. 

This hospital continues to be satisfactorily conducted in eveiy 
respect and the utilization of the labour of the patients appears to 
us a most admirable feature in the institution, combining as far 
as possible the advantages of a reformatory system with those ol 
a well-regulated and strictly kept hospital. 

On the 1st of April, 1876, it was found that 67 patients remained 
from the previous year, and during the year ending 31st March, 
1877 681 were admitted, 691 were discharged, 11 died, and do 
remained Seven children were born in the hospital during the 
past year The average daily number of beds occupied was 58-40, 
and the time spent in hospital averaged 28'23 days We have 
been furnished by the Registrar of this institution with the follow-

1 Summary— 35 children, 651 adults, united ages of adults, 15,836; average age of adults, 24*33 years. 



The Medical Officers report that Syphilis, as observed in the 
hospital in many of its varied forms, has diminished, not only 
in virulence, but also in the number of eases so affected, and 
they attribute this to the facilities afforded for the admission of 
patients to the institution. They state, however, that Gonorrhoea 
has during the past year presented itself in increased severity. 

Steevens’s Hospital. 

This institution continues in a most efficient condition. The 
wards were clean and well ventilated, and the patients received 
every care and attention. 

During the last year a new kitchen-range has been put up 
which, while it facilitates cooking, will prove economical as to fuel. 

A special Registrar has recently been employed for recording 
medical and surgical cases, so that the valuable statistics which 
this hospital can supply will in future be available for the pro- 
motion of medical science. 

A separate ward is provided for the reception of men affected 
with S3 r philis, whereby increased facilities are afforded for the 
study of this disease. 

The sanitary condition of the immediate vicinity is, we regret 
to state, unsatisfactory, owing to the sewerage from this institu- 
tion, and from Swift’s Hospital, being discharged into an open 
mill-race, which runs at a short distance along the entire rear of 
the hospital. We trust that measures may be taken to remedy 
this nuisance, as the effluvium from this source is very offensive. 
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On the 1st April, 1876, 161 patients remained under treatment, 
2,105 were admitted during the year, 2,868 wei'e discharged, 42 
died, giving a mortality of l - 74 per cent. The average daily 
number of patients throughout the year was 15T20 ; and the time 
spent by each in hospital averaged 21 '51 days. 

Meath Hospital and County Dublin Infirmary. 

W e found the hospital buildings in good order and the patients 
well cared ; the funds appear to be economically disbursed and the 
general management good. We are, however, of opinion that 
the water-closets are in too close proximity to the wards, and 
suggest that they bo reconstructed outside the immediate range 
of the hospital walls, and approached from each ward by a 
passage suitably lighted and ventilated. Great care and attention 
have recently been taken to record accurately the hospital cases, 
and all returns culled for have been furnished with promptitude. 
Ninety-four patients remained in hospital on 1st April, 1876; 
1,269 were admitted, during the year; 1,210 discharged; 52 died, 
and 101 remained on the 31st March, 1877. 

The time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 24-49 days. 
The average daily number of beds occupied during the year was 
9T45, and the mortality was 4-12 per cent. 



Cork-street Fever Hospital. 

After inspection of this hospital we are happy to reiterate the 
statements made in our last report concerning the efficient con- 
dition of the several departments. 

The alterations made at our suggestion in the nursing arrange- 
ments, by separating the duties of day and night nurses, have 
been attended with the greatest advantage to the patients. 

On a former occasion we adverted to the great expenditure 
of this institution, and have again directed the careful consider- 
ation of the managing committee to this subject. 

There were 52 cases in this institution at the commencement 
of the year; 666 were admitted; 606 were discharged; 67 died, 
and 45 remained on the 31st March, 1877. 

The highest numbers in hospital were in J anuary and April, 
the lowest in July and September. 

The mortality was 9'96 per cent, on the total number treated 
to a termination. _ 

The time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 19o0 days, 
and the average daily number of beds occupied during the year 
was 37’96. 



House of Industry Hospitals. 

The several departments of this Institution appeared on inspec- 
tion in very satisfactory order ; the wards were clean and airy, 
but we are of opinion that more suitable provision is required loi 
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isolating delirious patients, and those suffering from gangrene of 
the lung, extensive hums, or incontinence of urine, &c. 

Twenty-five patients remained in the Hardwicke Hospital on 
the 1st April, 1876; 635 were admitted during the year; 515 
were discharged, and 76 died, giving a mortality of 12'96 per 
cent, on 591 cases treated to a termination ; the average daily 
number of beds occupied was 31' 5 3, and the time spent in hospital 
by each patient averaged 19T0 days. There were 44 patients 
in the Whitworth Hospital when the year commenced ; 742 were 
a dmi tted ; 662 were discharged ; 62 died, giving a mortality of 
8'56 per cent, on 724 cases treated to a termination. Sixty-six 
patients were in the Richmond Hospital at the beginning of 
the year ; 1,094 were admitted ; 1,028 discharged ; 23 died, and 109 
remained on the 31st March, 1877. 

Rotunda Lying-in Hospital. 

On inspection this institution appeared to be very satisfactorily 
conducted. The wards were scrupulously clean, and well venti- 
lated ; and we were glad to be informed that increased facilities 
have recently been afforded for attending lying-in women at their 
own homes; an arrangement deserving the highest commendation, 
as extensive relief can be supplied, to this class ot patients, at a far 
less cost, and with greater security than if they were admitted 
into hospital, as the risk is very much lessened of exposing 
them to puerperal fever. . 

On the 1st of April, 1876, there were 29 patients m the labour 
wards- 1227 were admitted during the year; of these 1,017 
were discharged after delivery, 192 were discharged not being in 
labour ; 22 died, being at the rate of 21 per cent. ; and 2o were 
remaining in hospital at close of year. 

In the auxiliary hospital 22 women affected with chronic 
diseases were present at the commencement of the year, 348 
were admitted, 328 discharged, and 17 died* The mortality in 
the auxiliary hospital was 4'93 per cent. The average number 
of beds occupied by the chronic patients was 2078, and of labour 
cases 28'04 ; and the stay of latter in hospital averaged 815 days, 
while the former averaged 20'50. 

With respect to the causes of death in the auxiliary hospital, 
and their relation or connexion with labour wards it is to be 
regretted we have no data ; the head of the institution having 
informed us that no proper record exists “ other than the porter’s 
book;” but we are happy to learn that in future we shall be 
furnished with full particulars. 

Coombe Lying-in Hospital. 

We found this institution, on the day of inspection, in a satis- 
factory condition. The new hospital facing the Coombe was 
completed, forming a handsome building of three stories high 

* On recent investigation the hospital authorities find that 16 cases died in the 
auxiliary hospital instead of 17. 
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exclusive of the underground offices. The centre, in addition to 
a spacious hall and staircase, contains on first floor convenient 
apartments for the physicians, registrar, assistant secretary, 
pupils, &c. 

The two upper stories contain each a large well-ventilated 
ward, which opens on a gallery running the entire length of the 
building, leading on each floor to a separate room, provided with 
a couch intended for labour patients, who when delivered are to 
be removed to the larger ward. 

The number of labour patients remaining in this hospital on 
the 1st of April, 1876, was 14 ; 380 were admitted during the 
year, 384 discharged (including 28 not in labour), and 4 died in 
the year ending 31st of March, 1877. Of the chronic patients G 
remained from the previous year, 45 were admitted, 45 discharged, 
and 3 died. 

The average daily number of beds occupied by labour cases 
was 10'62, by chronic cases 6T8. 

The mortality of labour cases was I'll per cent., that of the 
chronic 6'25 per cent. 

The labour cases averaged 9'84 days in hospital, the chronic 
44'25 days. 

We recommend for the greater safety of patients entering 
Lving-in Hospitals, that a system of perfect disinfection should 
be established not only for every part of the bedding upon which 
infectious patients had lain, but also for the nurses’ clothing. 
Strict regulations should be made to prevent labour cases being 
conducted by Medical Students who have come directly from 
attending dissections, autopsies or hospitals for the reception of 
infectious diseases. 



Hospital foe Incurables. 

When we inspected this institution the wards were clean and 
in good order, the patients were treated with all the care and 
attention which their pitiable condition claims. 

The governors are erecting new and spacious wards to be appro- 
priated to patients affected with cancer, a class for which separate 
accommodation is always desirable. 

One hundred and fifty-seven patients remained in this hospital 
on the 1st April, 187G ; So were admitted, 17 were discharged, 
31 died, and 144 then remained. 

The time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 289'43 
days. The average daily number of beds occupied throughout 

the year was 152'25. . 

The mortality on the total number treated to a termination 

was 64'58 per cent. 

St. Mark’s Ophthalmic Hospital. 

Independently of the great advantages this Institution possesses 
as an Ophthalmic Hospital, the lists of diseases treated show how 
considerably it contributes to the relief of the poor, and the 
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extended means it offers for imparting information to the students 
who attend. 

On the 1st April, 1876, 16 patients were in hospital; 528 
were admitted during the year ; 522 were discharged ; 22 then 
remained. 

No death occurred during the year. 

The average daily number of beds occupied was 22'27, and 
the time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 15 days.

Westmorland Lock Hospital, 

Dublin, 29th day of September, 1877. 

Sir, — I received in due course and laid before the Board of Governors 
of this Hospital, your circular of the 13th ult., and in reply am directed 
to state, for the information of the Board of Superintendence, that the 
Institution being now free from debt, the Governors have felt themselves 
warranted in accepting estimates for construction of new roofs, plastering 
of walls, and other external repairs urgently required, and which could 
no longer be delayed. The execution of these works have been vigor- 
ously proceeded with, and are fast approaching completion. The expense, 
however, will be considerable — over £800, but the large outlay will, in 
the end, tend to economy in the cessation of the jobbing repairs to roofs, 
&a., which had to he carried on for a number of years past. The 
laundry department has been supplied with a range of new troughs, to 
replace the old ones, which had become thoroughly decayed. Two addi- 
tional baths have, at the request of the surgeons, been fitted up in the 
hospital. The condition of the Institution may, therefore, be said to 
have been much improved during the year, but a considerable outlay is 
still necessary for internal painting, and other repairs. 

During the year ended 31st March last, no fewer than thirty-three 
patients were induced to enter asylums and penitentiaries ; twelve were 
reconciled and restored to their friends; five were sent to the South 
Dublin Union poorhouse; five were provided with situations in this 
Institution, as laundry and other servants ; four, after confinement (out 
of thirteen delivered), contracted puerperal mania, and had to be removed 
to the Richmond Lunatic Asylum ; one was discharged for misconduct 
and insubordination ; seven children were horn m the hospital during 
the year ; thirty-eight of the patients were married women, some of 
whom were accompanied by children also requiring medical treatment.

g IKj I n reply to your letter of the 13th inst., I am directed by the 

Managing Committee to state, for the information of the Board of 
Superintendence of Dublin Hospitals, that all departments of this hos- 
pital continue to work most satisfactorily. In the nursing department 
there is a chief nurse to each flat, and two assistant nurses — one for day, 
and one for night duty ; the night duty is taken by each assistant-nurse 
alternately for one month, by that means the duty is rendered less 
monotonous and irksome. In the culinary departmenttlie patients’ dinners 
are served in hot-water dishes, which ensures the luxury of a dinner as 
hot as when cut off the joint. The isolation of special cases is still rigidly 
carried out, and there is no communication allowed between the nurses 
of the epidemic wards and those of the general hospital. I beg to refer 
you to our annual report for any further information as to general 
statistics.

g IBi Having laid before the Board of Governors your circular asking 

to be supplied with information or suggestions regarding the condition, 
*c., of the House of Industry Hospitals, preparatory to report to His 
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Grace the Lord Lieutenant, I am directed to state in reply, for the in- 
formation of the Board of Superintendence, that the general condition 
of these hospitals is satisfactory, that the necessities of the sick have 
heen carefully attended to, and that the various buildings are in a state 
of thorough repair. 

During the year ended 31st March last, as many as 24,071 extern 
patients have been relieved at these hospitals — namely, 9,034 medical, 
and 15,037 surgical cases. In the Extern Ophthalmic and Aural 
Department, the increased number of patients has been vex-y large. The 
number of trusses issued without charge, to the ruptured poor, amounted 
to 327. The returns of intern patients, &c., have heen already forwai-ded 
to you. 

The Governors refer with regret to the loss their Board have sustained 
in the death of James Lambert, esq., j.p. The vacancy created in the 
Board by the demise of Mr. Lambert has been filled by the appointment 
— by His Grace the Lord Lieutenant — of Edward Cecil Guinness, esq., 
D.L., J.P. 

The Governors have no suggestions to offer.

Coombe Lying-in Hospital, 

Dublin, 14th September, 1877. 

Sir, — In reply to yours of the 13th ult., I have to say that the New 
Main Building of this hospital has been completed through the munifi- 
cence of Sir A. E. Guinness, bart., M.P., and was opened by tlieir Graces 
the Lord Lieutenant and the Duchess of Marlborough, on Saturday, the 
12th of May last, in presence of a very large and highly influential 
assembly. On the 1st of June following it was thrown open for the 
reception of patients, since which time the whole Institution has been in 
full working order, and appears to be fully appreciated by the pool- 
women; for whose benefit it is intended. The Institution has been re- 
furnished, and fitted up in the most complete manner ; it contains sixty- 
five beds. The wire-wove mattresses have been adopted, and were 
supplied by Mr. Walter Fleming, of Dawson-street, all that could 
tend to the' comfort and wants of the patients being most cax-efully looked 
after — not the least important in this latter respect is a “lift,” by means 
of which the patients, when necessary, are brought up to the different 
corridors, instead of having to walk, or be carried up the stairs. There 
have also been provided “ carts,” specially made, having india-rubber 
tired wheels, for conveying these patients from the lift to the ward, or 
from one ward to another, as may be. The cars move very smoothly 
and silently, without the slightest jolting or shaking— a matter of great 
importance in many cases. 

The New Main Building has been set apart, as was intended, for 
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lying-in oases, the “ Guinness ” Dispensary Building for chronic cases 
(diseases of women), and for occasional cases that may occur of an in- 
fectious nature ; the “ -wing ” of this latter building is retained, so as to 
have all such cases as isolated as possible, there being no internal com- 
munication between this wing and any other portion of the Institution. 

Necessarily, the staff of servants had to be increased, but the “ Guar- 
dians and Directors ” endeavour to carry on the work of the charity as 
economically as is consistent with its efficiency.
